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Tells Need 
For-Adyice 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Menlo Park’s population quad- 
rupled from 1940 to 1950, scoring 
the second greatest percentage in- 
crease of any city in the state. Yet 
our building operations accelerated 
greatly after the census was taken, 
and our population has increased 
about 12 per cent since. 


Such rapid growth makes difficult 
the maintenance of the desirable 
qualities of living in Menlo Park, 
notably our large yards and gardens 
and our many trees. If growth means 
that we are but to become another 
crowded, ugly city, then we should 
fight that growth or aaah to move 
elsewhere. 

In the forefront of the fight to 
maintain the Menlo Park that we 
love is our planning commission. 
Before it come the many pressures 
to rezone this tract or that to per- 
mit apartments where single fam- 
ily dwellings only were permitted 
before, or to grant variances to put 
two dwellings where only one 
could go legally, or to grant per- 
mission to split a lot so three 
dwellings could go on a space that 
regulations now limit to two. 


These requests, which invariably 
are for the purpose of housing more 
people on a given plot of ground 
than presently permitted, are orig- 
inating because of the increased 
land values which are accompanying 
the disappearance of available 
building sites in Menlo Park. Such 
increased density, however, will des- 
troy the character of our city un- 
less it is strictly controlled and re- 
stricted to definite areas. Yet most 
all of the requests we 
cjothed in an air of plausibility. 

The planning commission wants 
to hold the line at a logical point. 
All are laymen, however, so far as 
téchnical planning experience is 
concerned, and we have not retain- 
ed professional services in this field 
in the nine years I have been on ‘he 
council. 

The planning com mission, 
therefore, has asked the city 
council to engage a reliable plan- 
ning consultant firm to review our 
zoning ordinances and the zone 
boundaries in the city. The council 
in turn requested the city manager 
to investigate the field and costs 
and make a recommendation. 

It seems to me that it is most 
desirable that we take stock now. 
Our planning commission has done 
a fine job, and in many phases we 
are way ahead of our neighboring 
cities in our planning, and more im- 
portant, in the execution of our 
plans. But there are many points, 
particularly as to detail, where the 
commission is uapertate as to the 
proper action to take.

On Needless Flight After Attack 


SACRAMENTO—Maj. Gen. Wal- 
ter M. Robertson, state director of 
civil defense .issued a stern wain- 
ing this week against pell mell flight 
before or after atomic attack—and 
the perils it might bring about. 

“Unorganized mass evacuation 
must be prevented,” Gen. Robert- 
son said. “It poses grave dangers— 
dangers far more serious than the 
atom bomb itself—dangers of hys- 
teria and panic. 

RECALLS TRAGEDIES 

“We saw the tragedies of mass 
evacuation in France as the Nazis 
drove toward the channel ports. We

“There is no reason for panicky 
flight after attack. When the attack 
is over, When the bomb has struck— 
when fires are burning and buildings 
are falling—there will be two kinds 
of people among the living: the in- 
jured and the uninjured. 

NO REASON TO RUN 

“The injured won’t be able. to 
move. They will need attention—all 
the attention we can give. The un- 
injured will be able to move but 
there’ll be no reason for them to. 
The damage will have been done. 


'It doesn’t make sense for them to 


get into their cars and drive like 
mad. 


“They should stay to help the in- 


| jureqd and to facilitate the move- 
| ment of rescue teams into the area. 


“Tf they don’t—if they take 
flight—they’ll only clog the roads, 
impeding and even preventing the 
use of disaster corps units, such as 
fire, police, medical aid, etc., and 
also block arrival of help from mo- 
bile units: That delay might mean 
the difference between saving the 
lives of thousands of injured and 
millions of dollars in property, and 
complete destruction of a city. by 
fire.” 

LISTS REASONS 

Among other reasons why people 
must stay put, Gen. Robertson said, 
are: 

“Because they would be converg- 
ing On areaS unprepared to care for 
an unorganized, hysterical horde. 

“Because they would face break- 


down and thirst and starvation in 
desert areas. 


“Because they might be heading 
toward areas for worse than the one 
they left.” 

As an illustration of the chaos 
that might be expected in mass ex- 
odus from a large city, Gen. Rob- 
ertson said: 

“If all the citizens of San Francis- 
Co who owned automobiles were to 
try to get out of the city at one time 
and if all but one major outlet were 


blocked, the first car in line would 


be in’ Salt Lake City—750 miles 
away—while the last was still cross- 
ing the Golden Gate bridge.” 

PLAN DRAFTED 

Gen. Robertson saiq a blueprint 
already has been drafted by the off- 
of civil defense for orderly evacu- 
ation of bombed areas and care of 
stricken people—but only after an 
attack. 

“Every effort will be made,” he 
said, to impress upon our people the 
necessity for remaining in their 
areas when attack is imminent and 
when it is over to impress upon 
them the fact that help will arrive 
sooner if they wait than if they flee. 


“If our advice is disregarded,” 
Gen. Robertson summed up, “we'll 


be forced to take police measures, if | 2

is sanforized. You may not dream | 
of laundering the covers at home, | 


but you may find it necessary, be- 
cause it’s speedy and economical. 


Many of the heavier fabrics are 


bright colors for effect. 


now pre-shrunk when you buy them. 
Indian head in luscious colors is 
available, as are the cotton chintz 
and crash types. 


Those which are not sanforized 
should be shrunk before you attempt 
any cutting or sewing, for in this 
way you'll do the shrinking, and 
then you’ll never have to worry 
about not having slip covers to fit 
perfectly. 


Wet the material thoroughly and 
stretch out to dry. It may be pressed 
before you sew, or even start the 
cuiting. 

Professional shrinking service is 
available in some communities, and 
can also be used. The price is usual- 
ly based on the number of yards of 
material used. 

Enlist all the sewing aids avail- 
able for your slip cover project. 
These include zippers for the covers 
in place of snaps, for they’l] save 
time in putting on as machines can 
be used to attach them. It’s also 
easier to remove and replace the 
slip covers with zippers. 


Pinking shears can now be pur- 
chased at reasonable prices and 
should be used for finishing the 
edges, particularly if you’re using 
a fabric that ravels easily. 

Use durable thread and adjust 
stitching to material so that sewing 
will be secure. Then the covers will 
not need constant mending where 
seams have sprung loose. 

Slip Covers Give 
Cue to Celors 

In redecorating a room you may 
choose the covers first, and then 
base the color choice of the room on 
the materials used. Small rooms 
should have. solid colors as they 
seem to make it less crowded. The 
larger rooms can be filled nicely, 
and economically, with the prints, 
plaids or floral designs. 

Combination slip covers are just 
as easy to make as those in one ma- 
terial. If you want to freshen and 
brighten the room with design, haV® 
the seat and back of a couch or 


chair done in plaid or floral] while -

The solid used should match 
as closely as possible one of the 
pre-dominant colors in the print or 
plaid.
